We regret to advise that due to the 
amount of cost attached to the publica 
tion. of the Evangel in its new form we 
will be forced to increase the subscrip- 
tion price after March Ist to $1.50 for 
each yearly subscription. This will apply 
to single subscriptions as well as club 
subscriptions, thus leaving the way open 
for any one to subscribe when they are 
ready. 


The price was lowered last year to 


$1.25 but the change in the paper 
has practically doubled the amount 
of postage because of the _ increased 


weight. On the regular edition the 
press work is twice the amount it was 
on the old newspaper style and on the 
special edition of thirty-two pages it re- 
quires four times the amount of press 
work. The magazine form has to be stitch- 
ed attaching considerable cost and labor 
in this respect as well as _ twice the 
amount of time and labor in folding the 
special edition. Its present form has to 
be trimmed also. 

The Evangel has never been a paying 
proposition and will not be, even at this 
price. We have used every possible econ- 
omy to hold the cost of its production 
down to its minimum and allowed the 
subscription price to stand at $1.00 by a 
special permission to give the church 
public a chance to subscribe before in- 
creasing the price. We consider it will be 
very cheap at the price of $1.50 per year.

During the year 1910 there were 948.- 
166 marriages in the United States or 
an average of 10.28 per cent per 1000 
population. The number of divorces dur- 
ing the same year was 83,045 or 8.8 per 
cent of the whole number that assumed 
marriage vows during the same _ period. 
The number of marriages reached its 
peak during the year 1929 with a total 
of 1,232,559 marriages giving an average 
of 10.14 per cent for each 1000 popula- 
tion. During fhe same year there was 
granted 201,468 divorces or an average 
of 16.3 per cent of those having assumed 
marriage vows during the same year. 

During the year 1950 there were 1,128,- 
280 marriages or 9.16 per cent for each 
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1000 population. During the same year 
191,591 divorces were granted which 
was 16.9 of the whole of those assuming 
marriage vows during the same year. 
You will here notice an increase of .6 per 
cent in the number of divorces granted 
during the year 1930 over the previous 
year of 1929. 

During the year 1931 there was 1,060,- 
095 marriages or 8.5 per cent average 
to each 1000 population. During the same 
year there were 183,695 divorces granted 
or an average of 17 per cent of those who 
assumed marriage vows during the same 
year. Thus during the years 1929-31 there 
has been a decrease of 172,464 marriages 
yet resulting in a slight increase in ‘he 
number of divorces. During the year 1931 
there were 4,538 marriages annulled. It 
is estimated there is almost 100,000 chil- 
dren affected by divorces granted annual- 
ly in this country. This sad and deplor- 
able fact is the result of men and women 
living without God which emphatically 
proves the inspiration of the Scriptures 
that say the world will wax worse and 
worse, deceiving and being deceived. This 
is particularly noticeable since in the last 
twenty-one years the number of mar- 
riage divorces has increased from 8.8 per 
cent to 17 per cent or practically doubled. 
—Figures taken from World Almanac.

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How Should “We Baptize? 


Text: Matt. 28:19-20. 

ND Jesus came and spoke unto them, 
A saying, All power is given unto me 
in heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost.” 

COMMAND AND AUTHORITY 

The above command to teach all na- 
tions and baptize them, is based on the 
claim of Jesus that “all authority” in 
heaven and in earth is given into His 
hands. Hence, the command is the result 
of the “authority” with which Jesus nas 
Himself been invested as a _ right to 
give such a command. 

THE BAPTISM OF JOHN 

There is nothing said by John about 
a formula or a name into which to bap- 
tize. He simply states that, “I indeed 
baptize you with water unto repentance; 
but he that cometh after me is mightier 
than I, whose shoes I am not worthy to 
bear: he shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire.” Matt. 3:11. In Jonn 
1:33 he tells us, “I knew him not: but 
he that sent me to baptize with water, 
the same said unto me, Upon whom thou 
shalt see the Spirit descending, and re- 
maining on him, the same is he whicn 
baptizeth with the Holy Ghost.” Here we 
learn from John that God sent him to 
baptize with water and gave him a sign 
whereby he would know the Christ when 
He appeared. It is here amply set forth 
that the ministry of John was only to 
form a connecting link between the two 
dispensations and “to prepare the way of 
the Lord,” Mark 1:3. John was the mes- 
senger sent before His face to prepare 
the way before Jesus our Lord. Mark 
1:2. 

God had given John a sign or witness 
whereby he would recognize Christ when 
He came, and the purpose of all his min- 
istry was to properly prepare the people 
for the coming of Jesus and to introduce 
Him to Israel. Accordingly he testified 
that, “After me cometh a man which is 
preferred before me: for he was before 
me. And I knew him not: But that he 
might be manifest unto Israel, therefore 
am I come baptizing with water.” Thus 
he here tells us that his ministry was to 
introduce Christ unto Israel. According- 


ly John recognized Jesus when he bap- 
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tized Him by the sign God had given. 
Matt. 3:13-17; John 1:32-34. 

“And John bare witness of Him, and 
cried, saying, This was he of whom I! 
spake, He that cometh after me is pre- 
ferred before me for he was before me. 
Again the next day after John stood, and 
two of his disciples: and looking upon 
Jesus as he walked, he saith, Behold the 
Lamb of God! And the two. disciples 
heard him speak, and they followed Je- 
sus. When therefore John beheld his fol- 
lowers leaving him and following Jesus, 
his testimony was fulfilled wherein he 
had said, He must increase but I must 
decrease.” Not long after the appearance 
of Jesus John’ was cast into prison and 
Jesus, “the Truth” and the “true Light,” 
filled the scene until the crucifixion and 
ascension. 

THE BIBLE IS SILENT 

The Bible is silent as to any formula 
used either by Christ Himself or by His 
disciples during the ministry of Jesus 
while here on earth. The ministry cf 
John had accomplished its purpose in 
establishing proper witness of Jesus, 
therefore Christ as the Son of God as- 
sumed command of the situation, intro- 
ducing changes when and where such 
was in order. Of course all Bible readers 
know that the ministry of Jesus was con- 
fined almost entirely unto the Jews dur- 
ing His own ministry before the cross. 
What John had introduced was suffici- 
ent while the testimony and witness of 
the gospel was unto the Jews only. There- 
fore, there is no record of change in the 
baptismal ceremony, nor is it even men- 
tioned if they had one. From John they 
had learned that baptism was connected 
with the remission of sins. The ministry 
of Jesus was not so much a continuation 
of baptismal rites as John had well et- 
tended to that job. Therefore, He minis- 
tered unto their sick and taught such 
things as would promote the interest of 
the cause He was representative of, and 
especially to prove that He was the Son 
of God. 

THE REJECTION OF THE KING 

However, after He was rejected as the 

King of the Jews, He laid down His li 


on the cross to “at-one” for both Jews 
and Gentiles that they might both be 
reconciled by His blood and made fellow- 
heirs of the same promise. Therefore, 
there being a change in the plan of the 
gospel as had been previously limited to 
include none but Jews. Matt. 10:5-6; 
15:24, 

The benefit which was to have result- 
ed in the establishment of the kingdom 
of Israel, was suspended and the Church 
composed of both Jew and Gentile took 
its place in the economy of God. There- 
fore, to meet the needs of the new dis- 
pensation Christ issued a new advanced 
command and limit concerning baptism 
as connected with the work of the church 
during the entire church age. 

THE NEW COMMAND 

The new command as mentioned in our 
text, in which it is enlarged to in- 
clude “all nations” and some _ definite 
form is also mentioned with respect to 
formula or the breadth and purpose of 
baptism in the name or names involved 
in that commission. This new order was 
based upon the fact that Christ having 
obtained all “authority” in heaven and 
in earth, now purposed that the Gentiles 
should hear the gospel of salvation and 
believe. God had sent John to baptize but 
among Jews only. The Coming One to 
which he referred had now come, had 
been rejected and crucified, and now 
that the purpose of God through the 
death of His own Son might be further- 
ed, Christ gave the new cOmmand and 
commission including all nations and ev- 
ery creature. Therefore, He as the “ap 
pointed heir of all things” and as High 
Priest over the “house of God,” had “au- 
thority” to issue an order respecting the 
furtherance of His work. Therefore, from 
the lips of Christ as the only one that 
mentions in any sense a formula or 
name in which to baptize, comes the com- 
mand that “all nations be taught” and 
“baptized” “in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 
This commission was given after Christ 
had risen from the dead and it is the 
only one ever given, and a second would 
violate both the sovereignty and right of 
Christ concerning the one already given. 
The Greek gives it, “Baptidzontes autous 

fe eis to onama tou patros kai tou Heuos 
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kai tou hageou pneumatos.” Literally it 
means “baptizing them into the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost.” 

The use of the name does not mean 
merely the use of the name as a formula, 
but it means or signified baptizing them 
“into the power and influence of the Holy 
Trinity.” By the remission of sins, and 
baptism of repentance those actually bap- 
tized were being absolved of their guilt 
from their past sins and were, upon obe- 
dience unto the gospel and command of 
Christ, now immersed “into the name of 
the Holy Trinity.” God that had given 
His own Son to be the Savior of the 
world, is here represented in the further- 
ance of the plan of salvation which in- 
volves all nations. The Son of God who 
had died for the sins of “the whole 
world” (1 John 2:2) was likewise here 
represented as concerned and an active 
power and agent in the salvation of the 
whole world. The Holy Spirit which 
Christ had promised to send from “the 
Father in his name,” by which all men 
are regenerated unto life and which was 
to be the Christians’ “paraclete” or Com- 
forter in Christ’s stead, is also included 
and represented as here equally concern- 
ed in the plan of salvation and in redeem:- 
ing the world from sin. There is the Fam- 
ily of God, constituted of those “both in 
heaven and in earth,” over which is Goa. 
There is the Church over which “Christ 
is Head” and now located upon earth, 
composed of those redeemed by His blood. 
The Holy Ghost is the life-giving Spirit. 

These three active agents and powers 
“agree in one” and are in substance 
“one” and maxe up the Divine Persons 
of God as concerned with things in heav- 
en and in earth. God is over all things 
in heaven and in earth. Christ is over 
the Church and those fallen powers that 
He must subdue. The Holy Spirit as a 
Servant of both God and Christ goes in 
the name of Christ to minister unto His 
own. By repentance and baptism “into 
this Holy Trinity” men are immersed. 
The “into” shows the end and aim of the 
consecration and purpose of baptism. 
That it purposes to bring us under the 
“name” of God with whom we commuiie 
as “sons of God.” “Into” the name of the 
Son signifies that we are through repert- 
ance and belief of the gospel, brought 
“into sonship with Christ” by whom and 
through whom we are made “fellowheirs 
of the grace of God.” “Into the name of 
the Holy Ghost” signifies the induction 
of the creature into a new and spiritual 
life. These, however, must not be taken 
as “names” but as constituting the Di- 
vine Persons of the Holy Trinity under 
one name, therefore, the command to 
baptize “into the name,” etc. These Per- 
sons were revealed at the baptism of Je- 
sus mentioned in Matt. 3:16, 17. The Son 
yas baptized, the Spirit descended and 
lighted upon Him, the voice of the Fatner 
acclaimed Jesus as my Beioved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased.” 

There is no thought on the part of the 
apostles to depart from this “name” nor 
to use another formula or ceremony. 


Turning to Acts 2:38 we have it, “Re- 
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pent, and be baptized every one of you 
in the name of Jesus Christ for the roe- 
mission of sins.”” The Greek renders it, 
“Epi to onomati Iasou Christou.” Epi is 
a preposition and is translated with the 
genative “upon, or on,” thus the reading 
would be “upon or on” the name of Je- 
sus Christ. Turning back to our text we 
learn that it is “upon” the “authority” of 
“Jesus that the command to preach unio 
all nations, baptizing them, was issued. 
Thus the apostles here is only citing his 
for commanding them to re- 
pent and be baptized. It was, therefore, 
“upon” the authority of Jesus that he 
commanded them to repent and be bap- 
tized. He is not baptizing the people, but 
is commanding them to repent and be 
baptized, simply giving the source of his 
authority for doing so. There is nothing 
here to indicate that the apostle intended 
to use “in the name of Jesus Christ” as 
a baptismal formula. Christ had already 
given that and he is citing it'as his 
source of authority, simply omitting the 
use of the name Father and Spirit “into” 
powers Christians are im-

“And he ordered them to be baptized 
in the name of the Lord.” Here the verb 
is in the infinitive, and the article of 
the noun stands in the dative case and 
would, therefore, be translated “to” or 
“for,” thus the translation would run, 
“He commanded them to be baptized to 
the name of the Lord” or “for the name 
of the Lord.” In either case the trans- 
lation agrees with “baptizing them into 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost.” The thoughr 
here is not that they are to be baptized 
using the name of the Lord as a formula, 
but to be baptized “to the Lord” or “for 
the Lord,” which agrees with the text in 
Matthew 28:19. 1 Cor. 15:29; Rom. 
Gal, 3:27. 
ACTS 8:16 
Here we have, “Only they 
in the name of the Lord 
Greek rendering is, ‘Monon-de 
tismenoi hupeerchon onoma 
kuriou Translated, “But 
baptized they or into the 
of the Lord 
Here the “eis” is a preposition and 
is used with the accusative only, and ex- 
presses motion towards; to or into. Thus 
they were baptized in the water “into the 
name of the Lord Jesus,” that is by re- 
mission of sins they put on Christ. They 
simply take upon them the obedience un- 
to the commands to be baptized and are 
by the acts of His grace identified with 
Him as Christians; thus the Christian 
takes His name from Christ. This pas- 
sage is in harmony with the text, “Bap- 
tizing into the etc. as in 
Matt.

Baptism therefore, “‘in- 
to the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost,” was hor- 
monized in these scriptures for they do 
not point so much to the formula as they 


do to the act of grace whereby we are, 
through the name of the Lord Jesus 


Christ, saved from our sins and are iden- 
tified both with God as our Father, and 
Christ as His Son, who is our brother, 
and we share with Him the Spirit of the 
Father whereby we cry, Abba Father. 
The command by Jess as given in our 
text begins with God as the Father of 
mankind, who through the act of baptism 
which follows repentance (see Mark 
1:4) and “teaching them all things what- 
soever I have said unto you,” who is 
bringing back the straying creation unto 
Himself, through Jesus Christ His own 
Son as a mediator, and through the Holy 
Ghost as a source of Divine life. 
ITS DURATION 

“Lo, I am with you alway, even unto 
the end cf the world.” The command to 
baptize was obligatory upon all nations. 
The into which «emey were to be 
baptized was “The name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 
Jesus was not the Father; He was the 
Son of God (John 3:16; Matt. $:16-17; 
John 16:17, 17, 28; John 17:1; 20:31). If 
Jesus had been the Father why did He 
constantly refer to the fact that He was 
the world and going unto “my 
the Father,” ete.? The fact is 
that He never claimed to be more than 
the Son of God. He purposed working 
with the disciples whom He was sending

into all nations. 

The name into which tney were to be 
baptized was to last until the end of the 
age. The Greek word is “aionos,” mean- 
ing age. Some versions have it “Gee,” 
meaning the whole inhabited earth.There 
was no intention on the part of the Sav- 
ior that another formula should be used, 
nor was there any intention on the part 
of the apostles to issue another. To bap- 


tize “into the name of Jesus alone” could 
not fulfill the command of Matthew 28: 
19. 1. Because Jesus was not the Fs 
ther. 2. He was not the Holy Ghost. 


However, to accept Him and be baptized, 
those so doing automatically accepted 
the plan of the Salvation of God provid- 
ed through His own Son. and through 
the Holy Ghost when they accepted 
Christ and was baptized “for the Lord” 
or “to the Lord,” thus assuming the 
name and character of Christians but aot 
apart from the knowledge of the fact that 
there was a Father, Son and Holy Spirit.

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Man’s Nature In His Lresent State 


WING to the fact that so many are 
Geese with the doctrine re- 
garding man and his makeup, 
teaching us that both soul, body and 
spirit are identical and that man is not 
a compound unit, therefore I wish to ex- 
press to our readers the divine, scriptur- 
al truth regarding man. We will find the 
scripture lesson in Psalms 8:4-7, “What 
is man that thou art mindful of him? 
And the son of man that thou visitest 
him? For thou hast made him a little 
lower than the angels, and hath crowned 
him with glory and honor. Thou madest 
him to have dominion over the works of 
thy hands; thou hast put all things un- 
der his feet; All sheep and oxen, yea, 
and the beast of the field.” The above 
scripture teaches that man was created 
a little lower than the angels, but is 
crowned with glory and honor. 

We read in Gen. 1:26, 27, “And God 
said, Let us make man in our image, af- 
ter our lixeness; and let them have 
dominion over the fish of the sea and 
over the fowls of the air, and over the 
cattle and over all the earth and over 
every creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth. So God created man in His 
own image, in the image of God created 
He him, male and female created He 
them.” We will now turn to St. Jonn 
4:24, “God is a spirit and they that wor- 
ship him must worship Him in _ spirtt 
and in truth.” We also read in St. John 
24:39, “A spirit hath not flesh and bones 
as ye see me have.” So for mankind to 
be created in the image of God he would 
be created a spirit being. And correctly 
speaking we would say, I am a soul and 
I live in a body. Col. 1:15, “Who is the 
image of the invisible God, the firstborn 
of every creature.” Thus we see if we 
are in God’s image we are not only spirit 
beings but also invisible. Paul tells us 
in 1 Tim.

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God, a house not made with hands, eter- 
nal in the heavens. Therefore, we tre 
confident, knowing that while we are at 
home in the body we are absent from 
the Lord. This clearly teaches beyond a 
shadow of a doubt that God formed a 
body as an earthly house for that im- 
mortal, immaterial, indestructible soul to 
dwell in, and that the soul and _ body 
could not possibly be the same. Our 
bodies are mortal, but our soul is im- 
mortal. In 2 Cor. 4:11 Paul says, “For 
we which live are always delivered unio 
death for Jesus’ sake, that the life also 
of Jesus might be made manifest in ou: 
mortal flesh.”” Also in Rom, 6:12 we are 
instructed that we should not let sin 
reign in our mortal body. So it could noi 
be denied that our bodies are mortal and 
that they are the only part of us that 
will put on immortality in the resurrec- 
tion. Turn to Phil. 3:20, 21. Paul tells us 
that our vile bodies shall be changed 
and fashioned like unto His own glorious 
body providing V. 20 is lived out in our 
lives. In 1 Cor. 15:44 Paul, speaking of 
our body, says, “It is sown a natural 
body, it is raised a spiritual body.” There 
is a natural body and there is a spiritual 
body. We will take on that spiritual body 
at the time of complete redemption. Now 
we have scripturally found the’ Bible 
teaches that man is both body and spirit, 
also that he is both body and soul. 

1 Cor. 6:20, “For ye are bought with a 
price; therefore glorify God in your spir- 
it and in your body which are God's.” 
Matt. 26:41, “The spirit indeed is will- 
ing but the flesh is weak.” Num, 27:16, 
“Let the Lord, the God of the spirits of 
all flesh, set a man over the congrega- 
tion.”” We can readily see by the above 
scriptures man is both body and spir‘t. 
Turn with me to 3 John 2, “Beloved, I 
wish above all things that thou mayest 
prosper and be fn health, even as thy 
soul prospereth.” Who would dare to 
deny but what the above scripture clear- 
ly teaches man to be soul and body? The 
Apostle John realized that the spiritual 
tide was high in the life of beloved 
Gaius, but that his physical condition 
may have been in critical danger. No 
matter how our physical man may suf- 
fer or how old and feeble we may be- 
come, we may be a bedridden invalid, or 
too poor to have proper food, yet, thank 
God, we can have victory in oar soul, and 
be spiritually healthy. You have seen 
that precious saint of God in the uark 
hours of death, raise his or her voice in 
(while the body was suf- 
fering excruciating pain) and say, “I 
am ready to go.” What did they mean? 
They meant that that spiritual, immor- 
tal, invisible, eternal part of man (the 
soul) would soon be with God. But the 
old temple of clay, the body, would re- 
turn to dust. We might read 2 Cor. 4:16 
man a compound being. “For

which cause we faint not: but though our 
outward man perish, yet the inward man 
is renewed day by day.” Dear reader, 
nothing could be plainer. We might al- 
so note that the spirit of man is a con- 
identity (substance, Rom. 8:16), 
“The spirit itself beareth witness with 
our spirit that we are the children of 
God.” Rom. 7:22, “For I delight in the 
law of God after the inward man.” We 
feel that we need not comment or try tu 
prove further that the spirit of man is 
a conscious identity. 
VOLITIONAL PART OF MAN 

The soul is the volitional (choosing) 
part of man’s being. Micah 6:7 Says, 
“Shall I give my first born for my 
transgression, the fruit of my body for 
the sin of my soul?” “Every sin that a 
man doeth is without the body,” so says 
the Apostle, thus proving the soul to be 
the volitional part of man. “Yes,” you 
may say, “but you have not yet proved 
that the soul is immortal.” Dear reader, 
I will refer you to the words of Jesus 
in Matt. 10:28, “And fear not them which 
kill the body but are not able to kill the 
soul, but rather fear Him that is able io 
destroy BOTH soul and body in hell.” If 
the soul cannot be killed by man yet 
the body can, is it not immortal? Most 
assuredly. We may notice some tribula-

tion scripture in Rev. 6:9-11. Here we 
see the souls under the altar, of them 
that were killed for the Word of God. 


They cried, “Holy and true, O Lord.” 
While the bodies of these martyrs are 
cold in death, yet their souls live on. 
Another scripture to prove the immortal- 
ity of the soul is in 1 Pet. 3:4, which 
clearly states not to decorate’ the cor- 
ruptible man with corruptible things, but 
the incorruptible man with a meek and 
quiet spirit, the incorruptible.

Since we find that “aphthartos” 

means immortal or the hidden man, then 
we can clearly see that the Apostle reter 
meant what he said in 1 Pet. 3:4 in re- 
gard to the hidden man being immortal 
We feel we have clearly proven the im- 
mortality, the spirituality, the volitional, 
the eternal part of man; namely, the soul, 
also the mortal and destructible part of 
man, the body, that part which Job said 
God had formed in man, the spirit. Thus 


we see man a compound being, spirit, 
soul and body. 
Dr. Mayo, the greatest in the  north- 


west, defines man and finds in the aver- 
age fat enough to make eight bars of 
soap, iron enough to make an eight pen- 
ny nail, potassium enough to explode »ne 
toy pistol, a pinch of magnesium, sul- 
phur enough to chase the flies off a dog’s 


back, lime enough to whitewash a me- 
dium sized chicken coop, phosphorus 


enough to tip 2500 matches; and ail 
these can be bought at a drug store for 
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between one and two dollars. No wonder 
David said, “What is man that thou art 
mindful of ,him?” 

But Jesus did not die for that old tem- 
ple of clay of ours alone, but He saw 
within that earthly house a precious, 
never-dying, immortal soul. Dear reader, 
it ought to be easy to see how a soul 
or mankind could be tormented forever 
and forever and yet not be annihilated. 
Owing to the fact that we are in the 
image of God, indestructible as far as 
eternity is concerned, I trust that these 
truths will be the means of opening 
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someone’s eyes to the fact that they 
are not their own, but that they are re- 
sponsible as to where they will spend 
eternity, since they are the ones to 
choose whom they will serve. Death is an 
awful monster, but it is not so awful if 
our soul has been redeemed with the 
blood of Jesus. If it has not been redeem- 


ed, dear reader, remember that it will 
never die, but be forever lost. May God 
help us to be true to the trust He left 
us until He says, “It is enough, come up 


higher.” 


Freak vangelism - - - 


IRST of all, we will state what we 
F do not mean by freak evangelism. 
We don’t wish to class everything that is 
new or unusual in method as freak evan- 
gelism. We thoroughly believe that we 
must adapt the presentation of our mes- 
sage to the age in which we live, as well 
as to the people to whom we minister. 
But our message will also be the same 
message because the world’s ills are the 
same ailments that confronted Jesus and 
His disciples. We aren’t slaves to the past. 
Custom cannot dictate how ministers 
shall dress, speak or act, unless it is the 
good old custom of common sense and 
godliness in the ministry. 

We have at the present time a good 
many child prodigies who are attempt- 
ing to preach the gospel. We will admit 
that children can be saved and _ filled 
with the Spirit, and also that they can 
be used to bring a message to their eld- 
ers. But we hardly believe that many 
children will maintain either the anoint- 
ing or the message necessary to engage 
in evangelistic work. It is usually a case 
of parents or other relatives, who seek 
to exploit the ability of precocious boys 
and girls. We believe with all our hearts 
that the preaching of the Gospel is a 
man’s job, requiring an abundance of 
mature knowledge, wisdom, and expert. 
ence. The pulpit needS men and women, 
rather than children. When Jesus was a 
child, He surely of all children could 
have engaged in the ministry, but He 
waited until thirty years of age, accord- 
ing to the requirements of the law. 

Young men will need more than a 
slide trombone and a Ford car to be a 
minister of the Gospel. Young women 
will also find that a curl on each shoul- 
der, and a cape will be slim equipment 
for the ministry. That which savors of 
the frivolous and foolish cannot adorn 
the Gospel. Vaudeville methods used by 
young men in double breasted, blue serge 
coats with ice cream trousers, seldom 
produces a serious state of mind that 
leads to reflection on the wages of sin. 
Neither does a crooner whose voice slips 
and slides, or a yodeler, produce much 
conviction. 

God has not called us to entertain the 
public, but to proclaim His message with 
no uncertain sound. The fickle mob will 
run from one entertainer to another, and 


the fellow who ballyhoos the loudest 
will always get a crowd of nit wits whose 
ears must be tickled. 

The ministry has been degraded by the 
exploitation of personality. John the Bap- 
tist was surely a great character, accord- 
ing to the words of Jesus, but John said, 
“He must increase, but I decrease.” It 
seems almost impossible to get a crowd 
unless one is advertised as an ex-convict, 
ex-beauty queen, ex-hoodlum, ex-priest or 
ex-rabbi. That which one has been as a 
sinner, does not necessarily enable one 
to preach the Gospel, but rather, now 
much anointing from God do I possess? 
Preaching from a coffin or dressed in 
overalls may attract sensation § seekers, 
but these soon disappear when the sensa- 
tion is gone. 

Freak evangelism also seeks freak sub- 
jects. Poor old Mussolini has been work- 
ed to death as the Antichrist. The fasct- 
ate emblem has been discovered to be the 
mark of the Beast. Hell has been located 
eighteen miles from any city where cer- 
tain evangelists happen to be preaching. 
Parading the sick across a_ platform, 
when prayer is offered for their bodies, 


has become monotonous since genuine 
healings are so few. Some _ preachers 


who seem to have exhausted Bible sub- 
jects then turn to British-Israelism, pur- 
yatory for the eternal security of saints 
who are raptured while carnal and sia- 
ful, but never lost their eternal life. 

Meetings must be kept at a high pitch. 
Expert methods of promoting are em- 
ployed. Extravagant use of superlative 
in advertising borders on _ falsehood. 
When the much heralded and advertised 
evangelist proceeds across the platform 
to the pulpit at the psychological mo- 
ment, the audience is expected to rise, 
and loudly applaud by clapping of hands. 
Such applause now’ supplants’. the old 
fashioned “Amen” and must be repeated 
many times during the sermon. And then 
the offering or offerings must be stress- 
ed. From 20 to 40 minutes can be con- 
sumed in first collecting dollar bills, and 
afterward the loose change in offering 
plates. 

What a contrast this is (when com- 
pared) to the methods of the Apostle 
Paul in Corinth. “And I brethren, when 
I came to you, came not with excellency 
of speech or of wisdom, declaring unto 
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you the testimony of God. For I determin- 
ed not to know anything among _ you, 
save Jesus Christ and him crucified. And 
I was with you in weakness and fear, 
and in much trembling. And my speech 
and my preaching was not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom but in demon- 
stration of the Spirit and power. That 
your faith should not stand in the wis- 
dom of men, but in the power of God.” 
1 Cor. 2:1-5. 

Brethren, we have been charged to 
speak the things which become Sound 
Doctrine, in all things showing thyself 
a pattern of good works; in doctrine 
showing incorruptness, gravity, sincerity, 
sound speech that cannot be condemned, 
that he that is of the contrary part may 
be ashamed, having no evil thing to say 
of you.

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Sanchfication, A Definite &xperience 


HAT there is a definite experience 
2 sanctification taught in the Bible 
can not be denied, for we know Jesus 
had power to forgive sins before He shed 
His blood. This is plainly taught in His 
talk with the disciples, the twelve and 
also the seventy, when they returned 
from the mission He had sent them on. 
In Luke 10:17 when the seventy return- 
ed with joy saying even the devils were 
subject to them thru His name, He e2n- 
swered them saying: “Behold, I give unto 
you power to tread on serpents and scor- 
pions, and over all the power of the en- 
emy; and nothing shall by any means 
hurt you. Notwithstanding in this rejoice, 
because your names are written in heav- 
en,” Luke 10:19, 20. 

The theory properly presented is that 
in the normal Christian the principle cf 
holiness begins with the new birth. This 
places one in the attitude of his trans- 
gressions and the acceptance of God in his 
life.The believer grows in grace and in the 
knowledge of the truth until by the final, 
all surrendering act of faith in Christ, 
he reaches an instantaneous, complete, 
thorough experience of sanctification, the 
act of the Holy Spirit, the sanctifier. 

We read in Heb. 9:22 that without the 
shedding of blood there is no remission 
of sin. This shows plainly that the sin 
principle was destroyed by the blood. 

In order to better understand sancri- 
fication you might take up the word 
“holy.” Some of the direct references to 
this are as follows: Lev. 20:7. God told 
Moses to tell the people to sanctify them- 
selves and be holy for He was the Lord 
their God. This had reference to the 
ceremonial cleansing. Lev. 16:7-20 gives 
a thorough description of the sacrifices 
for sin. In the Old Testament “atone 
ment’ is the English word used for the 
Hebrew word which means cover, cover- 
ing, or to cover. Atonement (at-one- 
ment) is, therefore, not a translation of 
the Hebrew, but a purely theological con- 
ception. The Levitical offering covered 
the sins of Israel until and in the antici- 
pation of the cross, but did not take 
away. Heb. 10:4. The Levitical sacrifice 
which God “passed over” was never vii- 
dicated until in the cross. Jesus Christ 
yas set forth a propitiation for sin. 1 
John 2:2. It was the cross, not the 
Levitical priesthood which made “at-one- 
ment.” The Old Testament sacrifices en- 
abled God to go on with the guilty peo- 
ple because they typified the cross. To 
the offered they were the confession of 
his desert of death and the expression of 
his faith in God. They were the 
“shadows” of which Christ was the 
reality. Heb. 10:1. 

In the fulfillment of God’s plan and 
purpose, Jesus came. He came and shed 
His blood for the remission of sin. The 
Greek word for remission in Matt. 26:28; 
Acts 10:43; and Heb. 9:22 is elsewhere 
rendered “forgiveness” and means to 


send off or away. Possibly this is enough 
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to show that thru Jesus’ death on the 
cross He purchased us and had power to 
forgive our transgressions. 

By sanctification is meant that hallow- 
ed state in which the Christian believer 
is freed from sin and enabled to realize 
the will of God in his life. However, this 
is not the common meaning of the word 
in the scriptures. To sanctify commonly 
means to make holy or to separate from 
the world and consecrate to God. To 
understand this primarily means we 
must go back to the word “holy” in the 
Old Testament. That is holy which bDe- 
longs to Jehovah. Of course, in speaxing 
of God’s holiness there is nothing im- 
plied as to moral character. It may refer 
to days and seasons, piaccs and objects 
used for worship or to persons. Exactly 
the same usage is shown with the word 
“sanctify.” To sanctify anything is to de- 
clare it as belonging to God. “Sanctify 
unto me all the first-born,” Ex. 13:2. It 
applies thus to all that are connected 
with worship, Num. 3:12, the priests and 
the tents of meeting. Ex. 29:36. When 
this word is used in respect to persons 
it means not only a setting apart of that 
person, but a work wrought in the heart 
by the blood of Jesus, making that in- 
dividual holy. 

That sanctification is an instantaneous 
work is taught in Rom. 6:6, “Knowing 
this, that our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be de- 
stroyed, that henceforth we should not 
serve sin.” 

The question arises in the minds of 
many people as to the time and place the 
disciples were definitely sanctified. We 
answer this argument by stating that ac- 
cording to Heb. 13:12 Jesus, that He 
might sanctify the people with His own 
blood, suffered without the gate, show- 
ing plainly in this reference as well as 
many others that Jesus’ blood was shed 
for a definite work of sanctification. In 
Luke 24:50-53 it is stated that Jesus 
lifted up His hands and blessed them and 
they returned to Jerusalem with great 
joy. Surely there was some special work 
wrought in their hearts at this time, and 
sanctification brings great joy. 

The Greek and Hebrew words variously 
rendered sin, sinners, etc. disclose the 
true nature of sin in its manifold mani- 
festations. Sin is transgression and over- 
stepping of the law, the divine boundary 
between good and evil. Iniquity is ‘n- 
herent wrong, whether especially foroid- 
den or not. Error is a departure from 
right, missing the mark, or failure to 
meet the divine standard. Trespasses 
are the intrusions of self-will into the 
sphere of divine authority. 

The unit principle of sin that you find 
in every born child in the world remains 
there until it is eradicated by the blood 


of Jesus. It is called the sin principle ana 
it is in the child before he is aware of 
the fact that he is a transgressor of the 
laws of God. By repentance these trans- 
gressions are removed and by faith in 
God he reaches a place where the Holy 
Ghost applies the blood of Jesus and 
takes out that which is sometimes called 
“inherent sin.” 

I hope this will be of help to someone.

Without something powerful and unfail- 
ing as the Word of God himself I fear I 
should have despaired of ever accomplish- 
ing much, but backed up by His prom- 
ises there was no limit to my possibili- 
ties.” 

Whether or not we are familiar with 
the old hymn, “Standing on the Prom- 
ises,” it is our blessed privilege as moth- 
ers to become as familiar as possible 
with the promises of God which will 
serve us in such good stead in the worth- 
while but highly exacting job of mother- 
hood. 

In the daily reading of the Bible we 
should keep our eyes wide open for the 
promises. They spring up on all sides 
once we set ourselves the interesting task 
of finding them. One mother of my ac- 
quaintance underscores the promises as 
she finds them in her daily reading. 
Many of them have a capital P. marked 
in front. “That means I have proved that 
particular verse in my own life,” ex 
plained the mother. “Of course, all these 
verses are true but the ones that are 
marked with a “P” are especially dear tu 
me. In fact, they are part of my life, us 
it were.” 

Another mother who finds the prom- 
ises of God indispensable in the big busi- 
ness of mothering has stored many ‘of 
them away in her memory. She has com- 
mitted many verses containing promises 
which she “needs in her business,” as 
she puts it, while her hands are in the 
dishwater. There is usually a slip of pa- 
per pinned up somewhere near the sink. 
On this paper is a verse of poetry or a 
precious promise from the Word of God. 
These she commits while her hands are 
engaged in the humdrum duties which 
fall so plentifully to the lot of mothers. 

“IT never seem to find time,” she ex- 
plained, “to do much memorizing and, 
indeed, I have difficulty finding time for 
reading after all the other things are 
done so I just sandwich it in between 
the prosaic tasks. You have no idea how 
it helps with the tiresome tasks and how 
much more it helps to have the precious 
promises stored away ready to be used 
as occasion arises.

I imagined my weary body lying back 
upon the everlasting arms and a great 
peace came over me. With the thought 
of God's unfailing arms about me I fell 
into the restful slumber I so badly need- 
ed. 

“IT should have been too exhausted to 
hunt any of the promises from God’s 
Word that night yet that precious one 
stored away while I was doing other 
work came to my aid in my hour of need. 

“Not only in times of trouble, but in 
the trying routine which ofttimes falls 
to the mother’s lot, I have found these 
promises hidden away in my heart a 
panacea for frazzled nerves and conse- 
quently distorted vision. On more than 
one occasion when I felt that the irksome 
cares and the incessant demands upon

THE STORY OF A FALLEN WOMAN WHO “LISTENED IN” TO A 
RADIO SERMON 


INISTERS who broadcast their ser- 
M mons receive many letters from 
hearers who, for various reasons, stay 
away from the churches and yet are eag- 
er to hear Christian messages because of 
their great need of help. One reason that 
keeps many away is that they feel com- 
pelled to keep their identity concealed. 
And why keep it concealed? In order to 
shield other innocent persons who would 
be made to suffer, even by church men 
and church women—particularly women 
—if the former life and family connec- 
tion of the “sinner” were to become gen- 
erally known. 

Here is a story of that kind. It is fur- 
nished by a well-known minister who 
regularly broadcasts and the original let- 
ter has been shown to the editor that he 
might know that the tale is authentic. 
Of course, names cannot be given—in- 
deed the real name of the writer of the 
letter is unknown—and even the place 
of the minister’s labors cannot be told; 
but the reader may be sure that here is 
a story from real life. 

A young woman seeking to earn her 
own living, in the days before prohibi- 
tion, came to a certain northern city 
seeking work. She found an _ opening 
through a train conductor—father of four 
children—who had influence with a cer 
tain “landlady” who conducted a house 
in a respectable neighborhood. But the 
house turned out to be a resort of more 
than questionable character. The “posi- 
tion” was, indeed, that of a “maid,” as 
had been promised, but it was a “beer- 
maid,” whose duty it was to serve the 
men who visited the resort. 

It was not long before she was sur- 
prised one evening while serving the 
visitors to hear her real name _ called 


and found herself facing “a boyhood pal 
who had been very nice to me at school.” 
She swore him to secrecy, that her as- 
sociations might not become known to 
her mother. At this point may be taken 
up her own letter, written years after to 
the minister who, in his broadcast ser- 
mon, asked the question, “What would 
happen to a woman of easy virtue if she 
did undertake to live a pure life?” Here 
is what did happen, according to person- 
al testimony, in the case of one such wo- 
man who, having yielded, struggled to 
‘prevent her straying from  bccoming 
known to the mother she loved: 

“He used to see me two or three times 
a week and finally persuaded me to 
‘marry’ him according to the _ rule of 
those places—which meant calling the 
girls up to the bar and throwing a Dill 
down for drinks for the house, and an- 
nouncing him as my man. Then I con- 
tinued to act as bar-maid and he came 
to live in my room.” Soon after he suzg- 
gested that she give up her job and be- 
come one of the inmates of the resort. 
“TI rebelled and he told me he would tell 
my folks I had been there all the time 
anyway. Oh, the pain of that awakening: 
To have the man who professed to love 
me tell me it was all a game and that if 
I didn’t play fair he’d tell my mother! 
The one who still believed in me! Rath- 
er the tortures of hell than that! So on 
Saturday I turned over the keys of the 
ice-box and moved to a more luxurious 
room on the floor below. 

“From then on my life was a night- 
mare of beatings and threats unless I'd 
give him more money. I tried to go away, 
but he followed, and still the same awful 
threats. One night in September the man 
who had sent me there came in, and with 
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a man with smiling eyes and a face like 
an open book. I'll never forget that intro- 
duction: “Tuxedo (my nickname), this 
is a good friend of mine. I want you to 
be nice to him.’ As he came to take me to 
a dance I felt. almost ashamed for 
the first time since I had come there. 
My slipping into that, life was not for 
material, things for myself, but to keep 
my name pure to my mother. But to go 
on: After a few hours in this man’s com- 
pany he asked me to get leave to go up 
town and spend the night. This was 
granted. On the third day he asked me 
to marry him. I laughed and said, ‘Oh, 
you don’t want a woman like me; you 
deserve a good woman.’ ‘But you are a 
good woman,’ he replied, ‘you don’t drink, 
swear or smoke and I'll help you all I 
can.’ 

“So we were married. Then we went 
back to the house to get my trunk and 
settle my bill. The landlady was wonder- 
ful. She told me she knew I'd make good 
and that if I ever needed a friend to call 
on her. ... We rented a flat and bought 
a few pieces of furniture and, oh, how 
happy I was! Occasionally I’d see one of 
the girls up town or would get lonely 
and call on the phone. They all missed 
me and said I could come back any time. 
But I didn’t want to go back. I was busy 
fixing up my ‘love-nest’ as we used to 
call it. The lady next to me used to run 
in with a plate of rolls or a pot of beans 
and would show me how to sew the cur- 
tains; but when she asked one day, 
where did you live before you came 
here?” I nearly choked on a mouthful of 
salad. ‘...,’ I said. She saw I didn’t want 
to talk, so let it go at that. 

“One day I heard them practicing for 
Christmas day program at * * * Ave. 
Church. I could see the home town church 
and all the things I had shared in, and 
a feeling of nausea came over me. Had 
I given up my right to. share in those 
things? A voice seemed to say, ‘No; 
even though your sins be as scarlet I will 
wash them white as snow.’ So, resting 
in this assurance, I went to church and 
was soon singing as lustily as I did in 
my childhood. And does it not seem 
strange that I remembered all the beau- 
tiful songs and could get so much joy in 
singing them? I went home after a cheery 
greeting from Mr. ..., who was then pas- 
tor there. I had been in the flat but a 
few minutes when the phone rang and 
a woman’s voice denounced me in all 
the venomous terms invented by 
man. Oh, the irony of such Christianity 
—to stand by me and hold a hymn book 
and then, because a man whe had seen 
me in the place had told her and warn- 
ed her not to associate with me! 

“God must have wanted to test my 
strength, for I admit I was sorely tempt- 
ed to give up and go back. But my hus: 
band came in from a run just then and 
he soothed me and nurtured that little 
spark of decency that was left; for I was 
wallowing in the Slough of Despond and 
without him would not have had the 
strength to resist. Oh, you decent wo- 
men, who have lived sheltered lives, do 
not forget that it is all recorded in-the

“I will gladly do so. The ‘call’ came 
to me in this way. Between seventeen 
and eighteen years ago our Lord gave me 
the dark land of Tibet to care and pray 
for, and I entered into a covenant with

find. I heard of some 
missionaries wh o 
were living on the border of Tibet, and 
from them managed to get a little infor- 
mation occasionally. I have asked all the 
missionaries I have met—and you know 
I have met a great many—‘Can you tell 
me anything about Tibet?’ But they all 
shook their heads and said, ‘It’s a very 
hard field.’ 

“Year after year rolled by, and I kept 
on praying for Tibct; for the Lord con- 
tinued to give me His own Word to stand 
upon. Still I often wondered, would the 
time ever come, before the Lord’s return, 
when any missionary would go out there 
and tell the Tibetans about Jesus. Such 
thoughts as these came over me at times 
like waves, and a voice would whisper in 
my ear, ‘You had better give it all up. 
It is of no use for you to pray. You 
have continued praying all these years, 
and nothing has been done. There is no 
movement whatever. You are not even 
able to get people interested in Tibet.’ 
“At such trying moments as these God’s 
Word would come to my heart just like 
a flash of light and life, and I felt en- 
couraged to-go on again. Whenever I 
had a chance to speak at any missionary 
meeting, I was glad to embrace the op- 
portunity. Some one asked me once, 
after I had been speaking, whether I 
was ever going to tell them anything dif- 
ferent about Tibet, and I answered, ‘Yes; 
God will give me ,another story to tell 
you some day. Until that time comes, 
I must continue watching and waiting, 
for I know in my heart that the gates 
of brass will give way, and the King of 
glory will go through them into Tibet.’ 
So the years passed on. 

“In the summer of 1912, I was ex- 
pected to speak in a missionary meeting. 
Two or three months before this meeting 
took place, I heard of two young mis- 
sionaries having crossed over the border 
into Tibet; and I was told they were 
asking for a mission work to be estab- 
lished there. Oh, how I wished it were 
time to speak at that missionary meet- 
ing! I had now gotten something def- 
inite to tell, and I thought the people 
would be stirred up as they never had 
been before. But some weeks must elapse 
before the meeting was due, so I praised 
the Lord in my heart and quietly waited. 
To my amazement, a change came ove: 
my beautiful feelings. Just one week 
before the missionary day arrived, all 
the joy and gladness and liberty seemed 
to go out of my heart, and darkness and 
gloom and weariness and the old bondage 
tried persistently to enter. It came over 
me in waves and clouds; but I waited 
steadfastly before the Lord, and, in spite 
of all this, He kept me in peace and 
rest of soul. But there was a real fight 
of faith going on and a steady looking 


unto Jesus every moment, which con- 
tinued during the whole of that strange 
week. The night before the missionary 
meeting, when I retired to my bedroom, 
I just poured out all my soul before the 
Lord; and there seemed nothing else to 
do but to have a good cry. I had a real 
good cry and got into bed and went to 
sleep and dreamed. I dreamed I saw a 
gooseberry tree. As I stood gazing at it, 
a voice said ‘Look at that tree!’ 

“I replied, ‘Yes, I am looking, and I 
see nothing on it but long pricxs, ana 
not many leaves.’ 

“The same voice said, ‘Wait until I 
lift up the branches, and then look.’ 

“IT now recognized who it was that was 
speaking to me, so I stood still and 
looked; and when He lifted the branches, 
every branch was full of the most lovely 
golden gooseberries. Then the same One 
told me to trust Him, and there should 
yet be a rich harvest of souls from Tibet. 
‘They that sow .in tears shall reap in 
joy. He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubtless 
come again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.’—Psa. 126:6. 

“With all my soul I wanted sheaves 
from Tibet, and with all my soul J 
wanted money as well. Until this time, 
I had never had a penny given to me 
for Tibet. 3ut I firmly believed my 
dream was from God, and would comc 
to pass. I told the Lord I would not 
tell the dream at the missionary meeting, 
but would wait and see how He would 
send in the needed money.

The following day, when I went to tne 
meeting, I had a bad headache, and felt 
empty. I was asked to speak first, so 
I told my story; but the people did not 
seem very much _ interested. Another 
speaker followed me, and he spoke well. 
Then we had a time of prayer for dif- 
ferent missions. Many led in prayer, 
but no one said one word about Tibet. 
As I walxed home from that meeting 
I groaned in myself, and the enemy said 
to me, in a mocking tone, ‘Well, you 
have missed it, and made a mess of it. 
What is the use of it all? Give it all 
up; no one cares.’ Then the Spirit of 
the Lord encouraged me with that won- 
derful missionary outburst in Psa. 126. 
So 1 dried all my tears, and praised the 
Lord. 

There was another meeting in the eve- 
ning, at which I was not able to be pres- 
ent: but when the family came home, 
Grandma said to me, ‘You must have 
talked well this afternoon, Nellie, for I 
have had a sovereign given to me for 
your mission.’ 

“Is it a real sovereign,’ 
is it two half-sovereigns”’ 

“It’s all in one piece,” said Grandma, 
‘a real sovereign.’ 

“T shouted out, ‘Alleluia. Here is my 
first golden gooseberry.’ 

“With one breath they exclaimed, 
‘Whatever do you mean, Nellie?’ ‘When 
we sit down to supper I will tell you 
something,’ I answered. Up to this time 
I had not told any one about my dream.

“It takes a lifetime to build up a good 
reputation; it may be lost in a moment.” 
Where this writer left off, we will begin. 
It is worth while to “watch your step.” 
A strong healthful body, vigorous and 
alert may be injured for life by a single 
mis-step, or an accident may occur which 
will entail months of suffering and perm- 
anent injury—all because of a single mis- 
step. 

In talking some years ago with one 
who had erred in his life with a single 
misdeed, and brought criticism and dis- 
grace upon himself and 
his whole family, he r-- 
plied: “It is not fair; here 
I have lived a consistent 
upright life for twenty-five years in this 
community, and a single unpremediated, 
impulsive act throws me out utterly, 1m- 
pairs the chances of my children and ap- 
parently ruins my home.” 

Although his word is rather strong, and 
his cry of anguish evident, there is much 
truth in what he said. We cannot be too 
careful in taking every step of the way. 
A fall is not occasioned by several mis- 
steps, but by a single mis-step, and life 
is, after ail, a pathway, and most men 
walk. 

There are many ways of falling: one 
may slip, stumble, may be knocked down 
by another; and if it is dark, it is far 
more diffficult to walk without accident. 
Of course, we take for granted that acci- 
dents do not of necessity happen. A man 
may walk a lifetime without falling or 
injuring himself, but how fully the rec 
ords of accident insurance companies and 
hospitals show how the unexpected hap- 
pens, and how serious the results may °e. 

That which we consider in a material 
sense should be felt doubly in the moral 
life, and a man must guard his step care- 
fully and constantly. 

Little children have parental guidance 
and strong arms near them to catch them 
if they stumble or fall. This is usually

when they are learn- 
ing to walk,and when 
they are in the im- 
mature years which 
need constant watchfulness. Later the 
child, older, stands on his own feet and 
goes his own way. If he walks properly 
and avoids accident, the world takes no 
notice of him, except to accept his moral 
life and progress; but if he stumbles ur 
falls, attention is quickly aroused and the 
world notices, inquires and talks. 

Moral failings and falls are the cause 
of comment even more than _ physical. 
They shock a deep sense; they are less 
expected. As we grow older, the tempta- 
tion is an increasing rather than a de- 
creasing one. This may partly be due to 
the natural opposition which men have to 
the monotonies of life as one grows older. 
Ambitions and energies lessen alertness; 
life seems to lose some of its peculiar and 
effective energy; things are taken _ for 
granted. 

A man does not square his shoulders 
for the strife. He considers himself out 
of danger. Habit seems to be a synonym 
of character, and he relies too much up- 
on human strength. Just as a weak link 
makes an otherwise strong chaim value- 
less, so a flaw or weakness in character 
renders a life inefficient. Men say, “He is 
all right, but—.” That single expression 
loses the day—he has slipped; he has 
fallen, when men have expected him to 
be straight and to “watch his step.” 

It is a little more difficult to keep our 
step today when the tension of life is so 
strong; when unconsciously we are has- 
tening and hurrying about our daily 
tasks; when we are thinking about the 
many things to be done instead of the 
way we are walking; when we are look- 
ing at the goal rather than to each foot- 
step; when on all sides people are run- 
ning past us; when there is so much care- 
lessness in thought, word and _ action; 
when the ambulance stands almost at the 
curb to pick a man up when he falls; 
when promiscuous excuses are made for 
those who do stumble, and when defini- 
tions and standards seem _ to have lost 
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something of their accurate meaning. It 
is hard to “watch your step” under these 
conditions, but just now the world needs 
this watchfulness and care, 

The Master said, “I will never leave 
you nor forsake you.” It is easier for us 
to watch our step when we keep step with 
him. The popular modern hymn, “And 
he walks with me and he talks with me” 
has a place in the present daily life of 
the Christian if we are to “watch our 
step.”—Selected. 


DO YOU LEAD OR FOLLOW 

Do you ever start things? Few people 
do. Most people who are industrious wait 
until somebody else begins, then they for- 
low. Initiative is doing what needs to be 
done without being told. Those who have 
initiative, who do things first, and with- 
out being told, are constructive thinkers 
and decisive actors. 

Constructive thinking, plus desire to do, 
plus action, equals results. The lazy man, 
the ambitionless man, the man who lacks 
convictions and confidence, has no initia- 
tive. Thien there’s the man who is afraid. 
God pity the coward! There’s nothing in 
the whole wide world to be afraid of— 
the man who is afraid never starts any- 
thing nor ends anything. Initiative pays; 
it’s dollars in the pocket of the man who 
has it. A part of the man’s wages who has 
to be constantly told what to do and how 
to do it goes to an overseer. Do the thing 
yourself and you won't need an overseer. 
The only question is, “Can the thing be 
done?” If decided in the affirmative, then 
do it. Preparedness, decision and action 
will get things done.

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THE HELDEBERGS 

A number of miles bacx of Albany, 
N. Y. there is a range of mountainous 
hills called the Heldebergs. Here dwell

to be of no account. From this communi- 
ty came a man who for a score of years 
sat upon the Supreme Court bench of the 
U. S. at Washington and had part 
in some of the most beneficient and far 
reaching actions that that supreme court 
has ever decided. There is not a place 
wherever it be, that has not amazing 
possibilities of influencing human life. A 
man may dwell in the remotest wilder- 
ness, but if he is a great thinker or a 
man of prayer, there will be a beaten 
path to his door. It may be that our pos- 
sibilities will not lead us out in doing 
great things which will herald our names 
to the ends of the earth, but it may be 
that we are to do the small things which, 
when all put together, will lead on to 
great possibilities. Although we may aot 
get the praise on this earth we shall re- 
ceive a crown of life which fadeth not 
away in the next. 

THE TOWN OF ANDOVER, MASS. 

We want to make mention of the lit- 
tle town of Andover, Mass. All about it 
are bustling cities. In the year 1812 it 
had a mere handful of people and was of 
no consequence as compared to great 
Boston, a few miles away. When Andover 
Seminary was founded, such was the 
antipathy to it that it was doubtful 
whether a charter could be obtained from 
the Legislature. Who in scanning the 
towns and cities of the United States at 
that time, would have thought that any 
special possibility of influencing the 
world existed in Andover? 3ut in the 
house of one man, a teacher, in that vil 
lage, were born the ideas and _ plans 
whereby the first American Foreign Mis- 
sion Society originated, and also the 
American Monthly Concert of Prayer for 
the world’s conversion, and later the Con- 
cert of Prayer for Colleges, the American 
Tract Society and the first organized 
movement in the world founded on the 
plan of entire abstinence from intoxicat- 
ing drinks. 

POSSIBILITIES OF YOUNG WOMEN 

We want to emphasize the fact that 
without Christ in the heart it is impos 
sible for one to become a blessing to the 
soul of man. Men may be great inventors 
and bring great things for the human 
needs but there is no lasting good that 
does not benefit the soul and reach on 
out into eternity. With Christ in the 
heart there are possibilities for service 
on every hand. We want to make mcn- 
tion of the young girl who may through 
poverty and through lack of opportunity 
have failed to get an education. She sits 
down and pines because there is no pos- 
sibilities for her to be useful in the 
world. There is no place in all the world 
where service is needed more than in the 
homes of some of our wealthy society 
people where there are children to nurse 
and care for. Mother is gone most of the 
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time and you have the privilege of mould- 
ing young lives for the Master. Don’t 
say there are no possibilities in your life. 

Again and again the pages of history 
tell us that women have entered palatial 
homes as nurses, and menial as_ their 
duties seemed and circumscribed as their 
opportunities for influence appeared, 
they have so moulded the young hearts 
entrusted to their care that when the 
children grew up, they have been bene- 
factors of the human race. Such nurses 
have often overcome the debilitating and 
worldly atmosphere of the family itself, 
and made the boys and girls strong ana 
spiritual. Later they have gone into the 
world to correct evil tendencies and stand 
for a noble type of manhood and woman- 
hood. It was a nurse that thus found her 
possibilities and made Shaftesbury what 
he was. “The history of the working 
classes in this century,” said the present 
Prime Minister of England, “is very 
largely the history of one man’s life— 
that of Shaftesbury.” 3 

JOHN THE BAPTIST 

John the Baptist an humble man from 
the wilderness, clothed in camel’s hair 
and who fed on locusts and wild honey 
is a splendid example of the possibilities 
of those in obscure places. Why did not 
this man come from Jerusalem? Our 
country and mountain districts have 
been the starting places of some of the 
great movements for the blessing of hu- 
manity, like fresh air projects and sea- 
side and mountain homes for needy chil- 
dren. Some of our fine schools are locat- 
ed in the mountain districts and are turn- 
ing out some of the great characters of 
our day. It is with persons, however, 
rather than with places that we are to 
associate this idea of finding our possi- 
bilities. What a great joy it is for one 
to find that in him there lies possibilities 
of being a blessing to the world in which 
he lives. 

PERSONAL WORK FOR CHRIST 

Harlan Page was a merchant in New 
York City. The question with him was, 
What could a busy man do for the world’s 
good? What were his possibilities outside 
of making money for himself and his 
home? He saw how many people there 
were to whom no one ever spoke a per- 
sonal word about their soul’s salvation. 
He resolved that he would speak to as 
many as he could, or write to them. He 
sought them in their homes and in their 
offices, he met them on the streets and 
walked with them, he sent them direct 
and persuasive letters when he could not 
reach them otherwise. It did good, great 
good, and scores upon scores of people 
came forth under his influence as avowed 
and worthy Christians. Like him, anoth- 
er, a Sunday School teacher, a business 
man too, followed the individual mem- 
bers of his classes, praying for them and 
with them, giving them his heart’s inter- 
est, until he saw over one hundred and 
fifty young men and young women give 
themselves to Christ. 

HOW CAN WE FIND OUR OWN 

POSSIBILITIES? 

We must believe we were created for 

a purpose. That belief we must hold on 
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to as long as we live. God had an end in 
view which He expects us to meet. We 
have a particular mission to fill and the 
best way to find it is by beginning to 
do whatsoever our hands find to do and 
as we are busy with our duties God can 
reveal to us what our possibilities are. 
It is by doing things we find what we 
are best fitted for. We must not get dis- 
couraged. Let people despise us as they 
once despised Nazareth, and say that no 
good thing can come out of our lives. 
Just holding on to our conviction realiz- 
ing that God has a distinct work for us 
to do will help us to find it by His help. 
A certain woman went into a revival 
to help in the meeting. She asked the 
preacher what he would have her do. He 
put her to taking care of the tent, doing 
the dusting and keeping the tent clean. 
She did it joyfully. From that meeting 
God led her out into a great evangelistic 
field. It takes wtliingness to work at any- 
thing in order to find our possibilities. 
This belief that there are possibilities 
in our lives must be kept in mind. Care 
must not drive it away.

Whether odium or flat- 
teries is ours still keep in mind our pos- 
sibilities. Eyes and ears must be open. 
We must watch and pray. We must plod 
on in the face of difficulties.

Whatever the difficulty may be, the 
possibilities are there; Paul saw them in 
Jesus Christ; not only the possibility to 
enlarge and attain a clearer vision of the 
Master, but the possibility for others. 
When General Booth waned to send a

word, “OTHERS.” 
This is true Christianity. Paul saw 


others; he saw the possibilities in Jesus 
Christ for others. To him the world was 
one great harvest field to reap it. Every 
soul was a field for the MA&ster.

Faith, looking through the giass 
of God’s word, says to the spirit, “I see 
heaven opened, and your Savior enthron- 
ed amidst its central splendor.” Hope 
says to it “You are on your way to that 
glorious world: you will soon be there; 
for where he is you must be.” Faith com- 
eth by hearing; hope, by experience. 

Faith hath respect to the truth of the 
word; hope, to its fulfillment. Faith lays 
hold of that end of the promise which is 
nearest to us, even in the divine book; 
hope, of that end of the promise which is 
fastened to the mercy-seat within the 
veil. Faith fights for doctrine; hope, for 
reward. Faith is founded on what is in 
the Bible; hope, on what is in heaven.

Hope is to a man 
as a bladder to a learning swimmer: it 
keeps him from sinking in the bosom of 
the waves, and by that help he may at- 
tain the exercise. But yet it many times 
makes him venture beyond his height: 
and then, if that breaks, or a storm rises, 
he drowns without recovery. How many 
would die, did not hope sustain them! 
How many have died by hoping too 
much! This wonder we find in Hope,— 
that she is both a flatterer and a true 
friend.—Feltham.

PAUL’S LAST JOURNEY TO 
JERUSALEM 

Paul was advised not to go back to Je- 
rusalem. While at Caesarea an old man 
named Agabus came down from Jerusa- 
lem. He was a prophet, to whom God had 
shown some things that were to come to 
pass. 

This man came to Paul, and took off 
Paul’s girdle and with it bound his own 
hands .and feet and said: “Thus saith 
the Spirit of God, So shall the Jews at 
Jerusalem bind the man that owns this 
girdle and shall give him into the hands 
of the Gentiles.” 

When Paul’s friends heard this they 
besought him not to go up to Jerusalem. 

But Paul answered: “What are you do- 
ing, weeping and breaking my heart? I 
am ready not to be bound only, but also 
to die at Jerusalem for the name of the. 
Lord Jesus!” . 

When they saw Paul could not be mov- 
ed from his purpose they ceased trying 
to persuade him, saying, “The will of ‘he 
Lord be done.” 

After some days in Caesarea, Paul and 
his friends, went up the mountains to Je- 
rusalem. So Paul was once more, and 
now for the last time, in the city of his 
people. 

A PRISONER WHO PREACHES TO 

RULERS 

A few days after Paul came to Jeru- 
salem some Jews from Asia, his enemies, 
fell upon him in the temple and angered 
the crowd by making two false charges 
against him, crying out, “Men of Israe} 
help! This is the man that feachieth all 
men everywhere against the people and 
against the law, and this place; and 
brought Greeks also into the temple, and 
hath polluted this holy place.” 

A mob gathered to take him from the 
temple courts and lynch him as, with 
Paul’s consent, they had killed Stephen 
years before. As they went about to kill 
Paul, word reached the chief captain of 
a Roman guard of soldiers, who quickly 
went to the scene with his band of sol- 
diers. The chief captain took Paul and 
commanded him to be bound with two 
chains; and demanded who he was and 
what he had done. As he was being led 
to the castle he asked to speak and stand- 
ing on the steps of the castle bound as 
he was with chains bruised by the cruel 
beating of the mob, Paul spoke in the 
Hebrew tongue to the crowd and rulers. 

They listened as he told the story of 
his conversion but when he spoke of be- 
ing sent to the Gentiles the crowd broke 
out again crying, “Away with such a fel- 
low, he is not fit to live.” 
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Then they bound him with thongs and 
while doing this they learned Paul was 
a Roman citizen. Ref. Acts 21:17-40. 

PAUL BEFORE THE SANHEDRIN 

The next day the Roman captain call- 
ed the chief priests and all their coun- 
cil to appear, and brought Paul down and 
set him down before them. Paul made 
his defense before the body of which he 
was once a member, saying, “I have 
lived in all good conscience before God 
until this day.” 

The high priest Ananias was so anger- 
ed at these words, that he commanded 
them that stood by him to smite him on 
the mouth. Then said Paul unto him, 
“God shall smite thee, thou whited wall. 
Do you sit to judge me by the law, and 
yet command me to be struck against 
the law?” 

Those that were standing by said to 
Paul, “Do you speak such words against 
the high priest of God?” 

“I did not know,” answered Paul “that 
he was high priest.” “It is written in the 
law, not to speak evil of a ruler of you: 
people.” 

-aul saw there were two parties in 
the council, Pharisees and Sadducees 
And by a few words he won the favor of 
the Pharisees, that they said, “We find 
no evil in this man.” This made the other 
side the more furious, so that he was 
taken by force from the council by the 
Roman soldiers and brought into the 
castle with nothing settled. Ref. Acts 
23:1-11. 

A PLOT AGAINST PAUL FOILED 

Early on the next morning after being 
before the Jews’ council, more than forty 
Jews laid a plan to kill Paul, and bound 
themselves together by an oath, swearing 
that they would neither eat nor drink un- 
til they had slain him. 

Now Paul had a sister living in Jeru- 
salem and her son heard of this plot, and 
came to the castle and told Paul. Then 
Paul called one of the officers and said 
to him, “Take.this. young man _ to the 
chief captain, for he has something to tell 
him.” . 

The officer did so. The chief captain 
asked the boy, “What is it you have to 
say to me?” 

The boy told the chief captain of the 
plan the Jews had laid to kill his uncle 
Paul. The chief captain listened careful- 
ly, and then sent the young man away 
after saying to him, “Do not tell any one 
that you have spoken of these things 
to me.” 

Then the chief captain, Claudius 
Lysias, called to him two centurions, cap- 
tains over a hundred men, and he said to 
them, “Make ready two hundred soldiers 
to go as far as Caesarea, and seventy 
men on horseback, and two hundred men 
with spears, at nine o’clock at night.” 
And he told them to have horses ready 
for Paul, so that they might take nim 
safely to Felix the governor of Ceasarea. 
Ref. Acts 23:12-35. 

PAUL BEFORE FELIX 

Five days after Paul’s arrival in Caesa- 
rea the high priest Ananias with the eld- 
ers and a certain orator named Tertullas 
from Jerusalem were in Caesarea ready 
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to accuse Paul before the Roman gov- 
ernor. 

Standing before a great man in his na- 
tion Paul dared to proclaim that Jesus 
was the Messiah. Felix saw that the 
charges of the Jews against Paul were 
too flimsy to justify conviction, but he 
was, neither brave nor just to set Paul 
free. Felix ordered Paul to be kept under 
guard, but that his friends might freely 
come to see him. 

One day Felix with his wife, Drusilla, 
sent for Paul to hear more of his teach- 
ings. The undaunted prisoner did not 
quail before the Roman governor Felix, 
but arraigned him before the judgment 
bar of God, that Felix was alarmed. 

Two whole years passed away, and 
Paul was still in prison at Caesarea. Ref. 
Acts 24:1-27. 

PAUL BEFORE FESTUS 

Porcius Festus succeeded Felix as gov- 
ernor. As soon as he had taken office 
the rulers of the Jews pressed the case 
against Paul. Festus in order to please 
the Jews, thought to transfer the case 
to Jerusalem. 

Paul saw his peril and he felt safer 
under Roman justice. He also knew he 
was to bear witness for Jesus at Rome, 
as the Lord had told him in a night vis- 
ion, just after a deliverance from the 
Jewish mob. He was anxious to go to 
Rome even as a prisoner. Wherefore, he 
claimed his right as a citizen and said, 
“I stand at Caesar’s judgment seat. If 
I have done anything worthy of death I 
am ready to die. If none of these things 
be true whereof these accuse me, no man 
may deliver me unto them. I appeal un- 
to Caesar.” 

Governor Festus after conferring with 
the Jews, answered, “Hast thou appealed 
unto Caesar? Unto Caesar shalt thou go.” 

So Paul was taken back to the prisen 
at Caesarea to be sent to Rome, when his 
time should come. Ref. Acts 25:1-22. 

PAUL BEFORE KING AGRIPPA 

And after certain days King Agrippa 
and Bernice came unto Caesarea to salute 
Festus. During their visit to Festus, Paul 
was brought before King Agrippa for an 
informal hearing. This hearing is one of 
the memorable scenes of history. Before 
the brilliant court and the chief citizens 
of the city, Paul brought the proud Ro- 
man officials face to face with Christ 
the King. He told the story of his life 
and how in obedience to a heavenly vis- 
ion he had preached Christ as Lord to 
Jew and Gentile. 

Festus called him a fanatic. Agrippa 
met his approval with a remark, “With 
but little persuasion, you would make 
me a Christian.” 

Paul the shackled prisoner all aglow 
with a vision beyond the trappings of 
Agrippa’s royalty, replied, “I would to 
God that not you alone, but all that hear 
me might become such as I am, except 
these bonds.” 

Agrippa said to Festus, “This man 
might have been set free if he had not 
asked to be tried before Caesar.” Acts 
26:1-32.

my time were too much for my frail 
body and feeble spirit those two wonder- 
ful promises, which seem peculiarly fit- 
ted to motherhood—“Lo, I am with you 
always!” and “God is my refuge and 
fortress,” came to my rescue. With these 
promises in mind all life took on a new 
and sane aspect, as I went on with what 
seemed a tangle before I meditated on 
my partnership with God himself. Lven 
the humdrum tasks became. glorious 
viewed in this new ight of partnership 
with God and the assurance of His help.” 

It has always been a joy to me to 
think how many, many mothers’ have 
stood on the very same precious prom- 
ises that bring comfort to my troubled 
spirits. How many millions of mothers 
down through the ages have been en- 
abled to rear their little flock aright 
because they could say, “The Lord is my 
Shepherd I shall not want.” And so the 
precious promises are made still more 
precious to me by the thought of all the 
comfort and strengih they have given to 
mothers, not only of my own time and 
race but to mothers of other climes and 
other times. 

We do not know a great deal about 
the women in the Bible. Here and there 
we have a vivid picture of a heroine but 
even then we sigh for more details of her 
far-away life. Of the great mass of wo- 


men in Bible times we know pitifully 
little in one way and yet delightfully 


much in another. We do not know even 
the names of a very great number of 
Bible mothers but we do know that they 
were “standing-on-the-promises” moth- 
ers. How can we be so sure of this? Oh, 
we know it, else how could they have 
given us the mighty characters of the 
Bible? Just as a river rises no higher 
than its source so sons seek the level of 
the ideals their mothers set up for them. 

“Because the promises of the’ Bible 
have meant so much to me,” commented 
a mother, “I am seeing to it that my 
children learn them early in life so they 
may have a longer time to use them. For- 
tunately the promises of God do not 
wear out but grow better with the years. 

“True, the children may not get their 
full import and their wide significance 
in youth. It takes years of living to 
understand their wonderful meaning and 
even then their possibilities are inex- 
haustible but if the promises of God are 
early installed as part of their mental 
and spiritual equipment they will get 
used to using them and thus learn their 
value. 

“When I was a girl we were given 
tickets in Sunday School for committing 
Bible verses. This inducemen! is not of: 
fered in the school which my children at- 
tend so I have offered it myself in the 
home For a certain number of verses 


committed the children are given Bibte 
pictures, books, or Bibles. They are hap- 
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py while working for their prizes and I 
am still happier because I understand 
better than they what wonderful prizes 
they are getting in the verses learned 
in their youth.” 

In claiming the promises as a founda- 
tion for our motherhood each of us is 
allowed her pref.rence. God _ scattered 
His promises generously through his 
Book, just as he gave the stars and blos- 
soms with a lavish hand. He might have 
put just one star in all the sky or one 
flower in all the world or one promise 
in the whole Bible but He didn’t. Instead 
He made plenty of stars and flowers and 
promises for all. The promises I espe- 
cia'ly need may not be the ones’ most 
precious to you. God foresaw all this and 
provided for the needs of all of us to 
whom He has entrusted the carrying on 
of the race. 

So pick from the good old Book the 
gems that suit you best. Mark them in 
some way so that you can find them 
more readily. Subject them to the acid 
test of experience and when they have 
stood the test, mark them “Proved.” By 
doing this you will be adding the weight 
of your individual experience to the 
power of the promise and in a sense he 
helping it to be more powerful than ever 
before. 

Store the promises of God away fia 
your memory not when you find time 
but NOW. It takes only a few minutes to 
learn a short verse which will give you 
a lifetime of sustaining service. Try the 
“sandwiching” method, which many 
mothers find a solution of getting in the 
important things, or any other means 
you may hit upon but do it NOW. Maxe 
God’s promises a vital telling force in 
your motherhood. 

Then, having entered into the treas- 
ures of the promises do not keep them 
selfishly to yourself. Tell some other dls- 
tressed little mother what the promise, 
“There shall no evil befall thee,” has 
meant to you. Inspire your children, as 
well as any you may have an influence 
over, to commit precious passages from 


the Word of God. Thus through living 
and giving the promises you’ will be 


carrying forward the spirit of Him who 
gave them to the world.—From the Bap- 
tist Home Dept. Magazine.

JESUS GIVING LIFE AND HEALTH 
Lesson 10—March 5 

TIME: Late in A.D. 28. 

PLACE: Capernaum. 

GOLDEN TEXT: The Lord hath done 
great things for us; whereof we are glad. 
—Ps. 126:3. 

LEADING THOUGHT: We receive 
blessings from God in accordance with 
our faith. 








Lesson Text: Mark 5:21-24; 35-43 


V. 21. “And when Jesus was passed 
over again by ship unto the other side,” 
near to Capernaum (see Matt. 1:13). 
“Much people gathered unto him: and 
he was nigh to the sea.” Luke says the 
people received Him, for they were wait- 
ing for Him. Matthew calls Capernauim 
His own city (Matt. 9:1). He had quit 
Nazareth because of conditions mention- 
ed in Luke 4:16-31. 

V. 22. “There cometh one of the rulers 
of the synagogue, Jarius by name; and 
when he saw him, he fell at his feet.” 
Jarius has been mentioned as being one 
of the elders of the synagogue. His ac- 
tion here displays his humility. 

V. 23. “And besought him greatly, 
saying, My little daughter lieth at the 
point of death.” Matthew says, “Is even 
now dead.” Luke says, “She lay a dy- 
ing.” But the following words: “I pray 
thee, come and lay thy hands upon her, 
that she may be healed: and she shall 
live,” indicate that though she was ac- 
counted as dead and, therefore, “lay a dy- 
ing,” that through the touch of Jesus he 
expected healing unto life. 

V. 24. “And Jesus went with him; 
and much people followed him, and 
thronged him.” It was on this trip that 
the woman touched Him and was healed 
of the issue of blood. The ready response 
of Jesus to go with him, shows the will- 
ingness of Him to assist in time of af- 
flictions. 

V. 35. “While he yet spake, there came 
from the ruler of the synagogue’s house 
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certain which said, Thy daughter is 
dead: why troublest thou the Master any 
further?” The messenger had abandon- 
ed all hope, and so possibly had Jarius. 

V. 36. To offset unbelief, “As soon us 
Jesus heard the word that was spoken He 
saith unto the ruler of the synagogue, 
Be not afraid, only believe.” Our Lord 
had lingered and allowed the worst to 
happen as He did in the case of Lazarus, 
so that the miracle would be all the 
more a witness of His power of resurrec- 
tion. 

V. 37. “And he suffered no man to fol- 
low him, save Peter, and James, anu 
John the brother of James.” This was the 
first selection of the three apostles to wit- 
ness things not seen by the rest. The 
other two occasions was the transfigura- 
tion and the agony in the garden. 

V. 38. “And he cometh to the house 
of the ruler of the synagogue, and seeih 
the tumult, and them that wept and Wwail- 
ed greatly.” The “flute players” and “the 
people making a noise” was customary 
with both Jews and Gentiles to “quicxen 
the sorrow of the mourners by funerar 
dirges.” The presence of such attests tne 
fact of the death of the child. 

V. 39. “And when he was came in, he 
saith unto them, Why make ye this ado, 
and weep? the damsel is not dead, but 
sleepeth.”” Some think that the maid was 
not dead but only sleeping. Perhaps it 
pleased Jesus to refer to death as a sleep, 
therefore He who was “the resurrection 
and the life” rightly said, “Our friend 
Lazarus sleepeth; but I go that I may 
awake him out of sleep.” With death re- 
ferred to as a sleep the end of it is in 
view, aS one awakened from sleep is 
typical of the resurrection. 

V. 40. “And they tIlaughed him to 
scorn.” He suffered this that afterward 
they might have a true faith in Him who 
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was the “resurrection and the life.” “But 
when he had put them all out, he taketh 
the father and the mother of the damsel, 
and them that were with him, and enter- 
ing in where the damsel was _ lying.” 
Those who mocked and scorned Him He 
suffered not to see the manifestation of 
the power of the resurrection; they nad 
disqualified themselves by their unbelief. 
See 2 Kings 4:33. 

V. 41. “And he took the damsel by the 
hand, and said unto her, Talitha cumi; 
which is, being interpreted, Damsel, I say 
unto thee, arise.” Literally, “Little maid, 
arise.” The imperative of the Savior 
recognized no doubt and thus produced 
another miracle. 


VV. 42-43. “And straightway the dam- 
sel arose, and walked; for she was of 
the age of twelve years. And they were 
astonished with a great astonishment.” 
And he charged them straightly that no 
man should know it; and commanded 
that something should be given her to 
eat.” The restoration here was immediate 
and complete; the “maid arose and walk- 
ed,” which afforded the amazement of 
those with Him. His command that some- 
thing be given her to eat, signified His 
confidence as connected with His own 
power and as strength to the faith of 
others present. It has been pointed out 
that there is a gradation in the miracles 
performed in those whom He raised from 
the dead. 1. The daughter of Jarius 
just raised from death immediately fol- 
lowing its occurrence. 2. The widow’s 
son raised from the bier as the funeral 
procession was in order. 3. The raising 
of Lazarus from the tomb after he was 
dead four days. 4. The resurrection of 
His own body from the power of death. 
Such attests and manifests His power 
over death in its various stages.
